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Family’s anger at 
care cash bungle 



Sculpture 
to recall 
evacuees 

MORE than 70 years after she 
was sent away from home for 
four years aged just 7, Dolly 
Biginton is helping raise funds 
for a national memorial to the 
children evacuated during the 
Second World War. 

Dolly, 78, opened up her 
home at Fryth Close, Haverhill, 
with a buffet lunch attended by 
17 people, and has already 
raised £221 for the fund. 

Sculptor Maurice Blik has 
been commissioned to create a 
poignant sculpture of a row of 
children holding hands, carrying 
suitcases and gas masks, which 
will cost £1 million. It is 
expected to be sited either 
outside St Paul’s Cathedral or in 
Parliament Square. 

Dolly and her sister Millie 
belong to the Evacuee Reunion 
Association and she has visited 
schools in London and

elsewhere telling pupils about 
her experiences. 

Dolly was one of four sisters 
living at Bromley in Kent during 
the war who were evacuated 
and did not see their parents for 
four years. 

She was sent to Wales. Her 
sister Millie was initially sent to 


Devon, but then joined her 
sisters in Wales later. 

Dolly said: “I can still see our 
mum standing at the gates of 
the school before we left. 

“She only had one day’s 
notice to get us ready. She 
made four drawstring bags for 
our things, as we never had

such things as cases in our 
house. All my childhood 
memories are in Wales. They 
were lovely people we were 
sent to and we still keep in 
touch with them now. 

“I think it is important that 
people remember what 
happened to us.”

A FAMILY which has spent the 
past two years fighting for 
funded care for a frail pensioner 
are furious after bungling bur¬ 
eaucrats sent them a letter to say 
she was eligible one day - then 
took it back the next. 

Daphne Humphrey moved to the 
Catchpole Court Nursing Home in 
Sudbury after her daughter, Carol, 
and son-in-law, Glyn, became 
unable to cope with her care at their 
Withersfield Road in Haverhill. 

The 89-year-old is unable to stand or eat 
unaided and is completely incontinent, but 
Suffolk Primary Care Trust has ruled that she 
is not eligible for funded, continuing care. 

Mr Northrop now fears he may be forced 
to sell the pensioner’s Balsham bungalow to 
pay the £725 a week it costs for her care. 

The problem was made even worse when 
health chiefs sent her a letter saying Mrs 
Humphrey was eligible for funding, only for 
her to receive another letter the following 
day to say she was not. 

They have since apologised for the 
mistake but Mr Northrop says he does not 
accept it and believes the health authority 
should honour the contents of the first 
letter.

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A MOTHER-OF-TWO who was 
caught with a bag containing 
£70,000 worth of cocaine, after 
meeting a dealer from Haverhill, has 
been jailed for two years. 

Kathleen Taylor, 43, had denied any 
knowledge of the contents of the bag, which 
police found in the boot of her car during a 
raid last December, split into 71 individual 
wraps. 

Taylor was close to tears on Tuesday at 
Ipswich Crown Court where Judge John Holt 
told her: “Your offending is so serious that 
you must go to prison.” 

Taylor, who worked as a carer, was found 
guilty in July of possession of a Class A drug 
with intent to supply. The court heard that 
Taylor, of Windmill Close, Ely had pleaded 
not guilty and continued to maintain that 
she was innocent despite the jury’s verdict. 
She had no previous convictions. 

Charles Myatt, appearing for Taylor, said: 
“She has nothing but scorn for those 
involved in the pedalling of illicit drugs.” 

He said she would never had had anything 
to do with the man who gave her the bag 
containing the cocaine, if she had known 
that he was a drug dealer. 

That man, Stuart Neighbour, 56, from 
Great Wratting, arrested at the same time as 
Taylor, is serving an eight-year sentence after 
pleading guilty to possession of cocaine, LSD 
and cannabis with intent to supply 

Mr Myatt said: “Mrs Taylor was far 
removed, about as far removed as one can 
get, from the chain of supply of the cocaine.” 
He described her offending as “a cat¬ 
astrophic one off”. 

During Taylor’s trial the jury heard that last 
December police officers observed her 
leaving Neighbour’s house in Great Wratting. 
A short time later they were stopped by 
police on the A1307 just outside Haverhill, 
where the car, a VWPassatt, was searched. 

Officers discovered 1.5kg of cocaine with a 
street value of £70,000. Back at Neighbour’s 
house a search of Taylor’s parked Ford Escort 
car was carried out and revealed a carrier 
bag in the boot containing 1.4kg of cocaine, 
also worth about £70,000. Taylor had been 
seen to go to the back of her car before 
leaving the house with Neighbour. 

Taylor said that she first met Neighbour at 
a party and had become friends with him. 
While visiting him in December he had said 
that he needed to “pop out” for something 
and suggested that she accompany him. 

She claimed that as she got into his car he 
handed her a carrier bag and asked her to 
leave it in her own car. Taylor said she went 
to leave it on the front passenger seat but 
Neighbour told her to put it in the boot. 

Judge Holt said Taylor had provided a 
secondary role to Neighbour, a “significant 
drug dealer”. However, he said she must be 
sentenced on the basis that she was know¬ 
ingly an accomplice to helping Neighbour.

He said: “We are totally 
distressed at the 
incompetence in a 
deeply personal matter 
like this. To make a mis¬ 
take over something as 
important as this is just 
not acceptable. 

“We are considering 
our position, but we are 
going to have to look for 
somewhere cheaper or 
sell her home, which she 
and her late husband 
worked all their life for. “ 

MP Richard Spring, 
who has been helping 
the Northrops, slammed 
health chiefs, branding it 
“absolutely disgraceful”. 
He said: “Mr and Mrs 
Northrop have been 
through the most app¬ 
alling stress and anxiety 
about the care arrange¬ 
ments for Mrs Hump¬ 
hrey, irrespective of 
whether their assertions 
about her care needs are 
correct. 

“This bureaucratic 
bungling is in the highest 
order of insensitivity, and 
I am outraged at the 
sheer incompetence with 
which this matter has 
been handled.” 

An NHS East of Eng¬ 
land spokesperson said: 
“Mrs Humphrey’s case 
was initially considered 
by an NHS Suffolk panel 
who assessed her as not 
meeting the eligibility 
criteria for NHS Cont¬ 
inuing Healthcare. It was 
then submitted to an 
NHS Peterborough panel 
who also agreed that she 
was not eligible. 

“An independent re¬ 
view panel was then 
convened on behalf of 
the Strategic Health Aut¬ 
hority (SHA). This upheld 
the previous decisions. 

“NHS East of England 
mistakenly wrote to the 
family stating that NHS 
Continuing Healthcare 
would be funded by the 
NHS, ahead of the formal 
outcome letter from the 
independent review 
panel. This mistake was 
corrected in just over 24 
hours. 

“We would like to 
sincerely apologise for 
any distress and in¬ 
convenience this has 
caused. But we can re¬ 
assure the family that the 
case was considered in 
detail and that correct 
procedure has been 
followed.”

Residents seek 
travellers action 


Hijacker owns 
up to charges 

A FUGITIVE who hijacked two vehicles at 
gunpoint - including a police car - sparking 
a police chase across two counties has 
admitted charges of kidnapping, robbery 
and possessing firearms. 

Robert Inman, 36, was arrested in Hav¬ 
erhill in June after armed police surrounded 
a vehicle which had been abandoned in 
Withersfield Road and cordoned off the area. 

Earlier the previous day, Inman had stolen 
a police van after forcing two officers out of it 
at gunpoint in Orton Malbourne, Peter¬ 
borough, after they had attended a dispute. 
The officers were left at the scene, 
unharmed. 

Inman drove the van out of the city and it 
was later found abandoned near Yaxley. It is 
believed he then ran across fields before 
hijacking another car, a silver Volkswagen, at 
gunpoint from a member of the public. The 
driver was unharmed. 

Armed response officers closed off a 
section of Withersfield Road in Haverhill for 
more than an hour when the Volkswagen 
was found abandoned there. 

Inman and another man were arrested 
without incident at an address in Newton 
Place, Haverhill, the next day. 

At Peterborough Crown Court on Monday, 
Inman, of Peterborough pleaded guilty to 
seven charges arising from the incident. He 
is due to be sentenced at Huntingdon on 
Wednesday, October 7. 

He admitted one charge of robbery, one of 
kidnapping, three charges of possessing a 
firearm with intent to endanger life, two of 
possessing ammunition with intent to 
endanger life, and one of possessing 
ammunition without a certificate. 

He was remanded in custody until the 
next hearing. 


RESIDENTS are demanding 
action to evict travellers who 
have pitched on land near 
their homes. 

Some residents said they felt 
threatened as they crossed the 
grassed area off Chimswell Way, 
Haverhill. 

They also claimed that as well as 
moving six or seven caravans on to 
the land, the travellers also had a 
digger on the site and appeared to 
be putting down hardcore. 

A resident, who asked not to be 
named, said: “My daughter came 
home from Cambridge last night 
and as she crossed the road from the 
bus stop on to the land, a kid came 
racing across on a bike threatening 
her and telling her to get off as they 
were buying the land. 

“She was verbally abused and told 
she should not be there. 

“They have got a digger up there 
and seem to be planning to stay 
there permanently. 

“When you go to the police all you 
get told is that they have rights and 
there is nothing they can do. 

“I understand one resident who 
complained ended up being told by 
the police that he was in the wrong. 
It is ridiculous. 

“What are we paying the police for 
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if they cannot do anything?” 

A spokesman for St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council said officers 
visited the site on Monday and told 
the group they were illegally 
occupying council-owned land. 

He said the council was 
monitoring the area and carrying 
out welfare checks, which it had to 
do by law. 

In the meantime, legal pro¬ 
ceedings would be started with a 
view to obtaining an eviction order. 

Police received a number of calls 
from members of the public to say 
that travellers in vehicles including 
lorries and caravans had moved on 
to land at Chimswell Way last Friday 
evening. 

A spokesman said members of the 
public had expressed their concern 
and police had patrolled the area to 
monitor the site. 

However, as trespass was a civil 
issue, police were liaising with the 
landowners. 

The council spokesman 
confirmed that there were no plans 
to sell the land and that its officers 
were looking into reports of activity 
on the site.

27. She said she needed to go to a cash 
machine to pay the £50 but she never 
went back. 

Declan Gallagher, defending, said 
Love had a “significant” cannabis habit 
spending between £20 and £40 a day 
on the drug. He said her children, aged 
six and three, lived with her parents.

COMPENSATION payouts for 
accidents on Cambridgeshire 
pavements come to a “crazy” 
£2.9 million in the last five 
years. 

Cambridgeshire County Council is 
ranked 94th highest out of 99 English 
councils for the amount paid out on 
pavement compensation claims over 
the last five years. 

The figures were revealed in a 
series of Freedom of Information 
requests to councils across England 
by the Liberal Democrats. 

The only councils with higher total 
payouts than Cambridgeshire were 
local authorities in Southampton, 
Stockport, Liverpool, Birmingham 
and Leeds - all heavily urbanised

Cllr Kilian Bourke, Liberal Demo¬ 
crat spokesman for highways on 
Cambridgeshire County Council, 
called the figures “extremely worry¬ 
ing”. 

He said: “The amount of compen¬ 
sation paid by the county council is 
comparable to urban areas like 
Liverpool and Southampton, and 
utterly disproportionate for a county 
that consists largely of countryside 
and market towns. 

“What needs to be made absolut¬ 
ely clear is that this has not come out 
of the blue: it is the consequence 


of the Conservative administration’s 
prolonged neglect of the county’s 
pavements.” 

Cllr Bourke said last year’s Lib 
Dem budget had proposed an extra 
£7 million from county reserves for 
“crumbling” roads and pavements. 

Matthew Elliott, chief executive of 
the TaxPayers’ Alliance, said: “It is 
crazy the council are losing so much 
taxpayers’ money because of dodgy 
pavements.” 

And he added the best way to 
tackle the problem is “to keep the 
pavements at a decent standard”. 

Essex County Council paid £1.5 
million in compensation, Hert¬ 
fordshire County Council £1.3 
million and Suffolk County Council 
£266,771. 


Cllr Mac McGuire, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for highways and access on 
Cambridgeshire County Council, 
said the county has more than 2,500 
miles of footpath, with the council 
carrying out regular inspections and 
responding to calls from the public. 

He added: “This year we have 
committed to spend over £3.2 
million pounds on improving our 
footpaths. 

“Obviously on occasions circum¬ 
stances can be beyond our control, 
when some defects can appear in a 
matter of days due to adverse 
weather conditions. 

“However, we know we can do 
better as the safety of our residents is 
paramount.”

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Police praise 
after tip off

A POLICE inspector has 
praised the public for 
tipping off officers about a 
cannabis factory which had 
been set up in their town 
and boosting still further 
success in the battle 
against drug suppliers. 

Haverhill Neighbourhood Insp¬ 
ector Andrew Mason welcomed 
the latest success last week, when 
a substantial cannabis factory 
with close to 400 unharvested 
plants and sophisticated hydro¬ 
ponics equipment at Fritton 
Court, Haverhill, was dismantled. 

Shuai Yang, 21, from Milton 
Road, Cambridge, and Long Lin, 
34, from Dunlace Road, London, 
were both charged with being 
concerned in the production of 
cannabis and were remanded in 
custody until today after they 
appeared before magistrates in 
Bury St Edmunds last week. 

The arrests follow the jailing of 
a major heroin dealer in the town 
earlier this year and magistrates 
approving three crack house 
closure orders on different 
properties in Haverhill this year. 

Inspector Mason stressed that 
he did not believe Haverhill had

any more of a drug problem than 
other Suffolk towns of comp¬ 
arable size, rather that efforts to 


get tough with suppliers of drugs 
had attracted strong support from 
the public. 

He said: “I am really pleased 
another cannabis factory has 
been dismantled. 

“The most pleasing thing about 
this case is that my officers were 
acting on information received 
from the local community. Local 
officers on foot and cycle patrol in 
the area, speaking to the comm¬ 
unity, gained the intelligence 
there may be a cannabis factory 
in the area. 

“The constabulary’s helicopter 
overflew the area and using its 
heat seeking equipment managed 
to narrow the location down to a 
particular house. A warrant was 
obtained and the house raided. 
Inside, every room had been 
turned into cannabis growing 
areas with a total of about 400 
plants being found. 

“Haverhill police will always 
positively follow up any infor¬ 
mation received from the 
community about drugs or any 
other unlawful activity. The 
community of Haverhill can have 
confidence in their local police 
that they are continually working 
to make the community an even 
safer place to live in.

INFORMATION on the quality of 
care provided at West Suffolk 
Hospital will be showcased at the 
trust's annual general meeting on 
Wednesday.

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Cousins with positive attitude to 
life despite painful bone disease

S ITTING side by 
side, laughing 
at a shared 
joke, the cousins 
clearly have a 
strong bond. Only a 
year apart in age, 
the pair grew up 
together. But the 
bond runs deeper 
than that: they both 
suffer from a rare - 
and agonising - 
bone disease. 

Now in their 50s, 
Michael Resztan and 
Frances Small have been 
in and out of hospital all 
their lives. Suffering 
from diaphyseal aclasia, 
an incurable condition 
which causes bony 
growths to appear all 
over their bodies, they 
have had dozens of 
operations: known as 
Metal Mickey to his 
friends, Michael had to 
have his right leg rebuilt 
from steel after one of 
the growths turned 
cancerous. 

In pain day in, day 
out, he and Frances are 
registered disabled. 
Walking is a struggle: 
they can only manage a 
few steps. They can’t get 
dressed, tie a shoelace 
or even cut up their own 
food. 

Yet, from the moment 
you meet them, it’s clear 
both Michael and

Frances are fun-loving 
personalities, 
determined to make the 
most of their lives. 

“Depression does get 
you sometimes,” admits 
Michael, 58. “You get 
‘sorry for yourself days’, 
but you just have to kick 
yourself out of them. 

“The best way I can 
describe the pain is like 
having a toothache, 
sometimes a really bad 
toothache, and having it 
all over your body. But 
you have to try and 
block it out.The way I 
see it, you only get dealt 
one hand of cards in this 
life - so you’ve got to get 
on and play them.” 

Michael and Frances, 
who both live in 
Cambridge, were 
diagnosed with 
diaphyseal aclasia as 
small children. Also 
known as multiple 
hereditary extoses, the 
condition runs in 
families: Michael's 
mother had it, along 
with his grandmother. 

“Michael always had 
trouble walking,” 
remembers Frances, 57. 
“And we both had bent 
arms and legs; one of 
my arms is a lot shorter 
than the other. I do 
remember realising I 
was different from other 


children, because I 
could never do bunny 
hops or cartwheels.” 

The aclasia varies 
widely in severity: some 
sufferers get just a 
couple of bony growths 
in their entire lifetime; 
others, like Michael and 
Frances, have hundreds. 

“I had my first 
operation when I was 
five,” explains Michael, 
now a married father-of- 
two. “I had a massive 
growth on my ankle, 


which really stuck out. 
Since then I’ve had 10 or 
11 bones taken out of 
my right leg, and nine or 
10 out of my left.” 

As they grew up, the 
cousins say they were 
treated just the same as 
all the able-bodied 
children in the family. 
“My parents never 
treated me any 
different,” says Michael. 
“They didn’t let us think 
of ourselves as 
disabled.” 


“We were both 
brought up by very 
independent sets of 
parents,” adds Frances. 
“It would never have 
crossed our minds not 
to get a job or live life to 
the fullest.” 

On leaving school, 
Michael took a job as a 
ticket collector and 
crossing keeper on the 
railways, while Frances 
worked in a children’s 
home before training as 
a district nurse. 


Despite his disability, 
Michael admits he’s 
always had a way with 
the ladies: laughing, he 
says he’s “always had a 
good chat-up line”. He 
first married in his early 
20s, and had a daughter, 
Michelle. 

“Before we had 
Michelle I did go to see 
the doctor,” continues 
Michael, who says he 
was worried about 
passing on diaphyseal 
aclasia to the next 


generation. “I was told 
there wasn’t much 
chance of her getting it.” 

In fact, there is a 50 
per cent chance of 
children inheriting 
aclasia from a parent 
who has the disease: 
while Michelle did not 
develop the bone 
condition, her half- 
brother Thomas, from 
Michael’s current 
marriage, was diagnosed 
as a small boy. Now 20, 
Thomas appears to have

a relatively mild form of 
aclasia and Michael says 
his son is doing well. 

Michael’s own health 
first took a real dive 
when, at the age of 23, a 
growth appeared on his 
spine. After a bout of 
terrible pain, he 
suddenly lost all feeling 
in his legs; rushed into 
hospital, he had to have 
an incredibly dangerous 
op to remove the growth. 

“They can’t simply cut 
the growths off,” 
explains Frances. “It’s 
more complicated than 
that. I’ve got three in my 
left arm which they can’t 
do anything about at the 
moment; I’ve lost the use 
of three fingers as a 
result, because it’s 
affecting the nerves.” 

By the age of 30, 
Michael, who lives in 
Chesterton, was having 
another major 
operation: a growth in 
his right thigh had 
turned cancerous, 
requiring emergency 
surgery. 

“I went to a hospital 
appointment and they 
said: ‘Don’t go home, 
we’ll operate tomorrow’,” 
he remembers. “They 
wanted to take the leg off 
but I said: ‘No. I came in 
with two, I’m going out 
with two’.” 

Surgeons managed to 
save the leg by replacing 
the thigh bone with 
steel. “It works a bit like 
a car piston,” smiles 
Michael, giving his “half- 
bionic leg” an 
affectionate pat. 

In the aftermath of 
their many operations, 
Michael and Frances 
have developed chronic 
arthritis. “If I get two 
days out of a week when 
the pain’s something I 
don’t have to notice, 
that’s good,” says 
Michael. 

“It always seems to be 
worse at night, I’m lucky 
if I get four hours’ sleep. 

I can’t get comfortable, 
I’m always tossing and 
turning - I’ve actually 
fallen right out of bed 
twice.” 

Both Michael and 
Frances are prone to 


falling and, once they’re 
down, they can’t get up 
without help. Michael’s 
carer is his wife Karen. 
“The worst thing is 
having to get the missus 
to help when I go to the 
toilet,” he admits. 

“And I do feel guilty 
when we go out and she 
has to push me in the 
wheelchair: I know that’s 
difficult for her because 
I’m a heavy lump! But I 
care for her too: I care 
for her and she cares for 
me.” 

Frances has a live-in 
carer: called Martin Beal, 
he’s just won an award 
for being an outstanding 
student at Anglia Ruskin 
(where he’s doing a BSc 
in computer science, 
despite his work as a 
carer and his own battle 
with dyslexia). 

“I hate to admit it, but 
both Mick and I are 
dependent on other 
people,” says Frances. 
“I’d like to take this 
opportunity to thank 
Martin - he’s wonderful. 
But I’m a very 
independent person and 
I hate having to ask 
someone else to do 
things for me, simple 
things like putting on 
your socks or tying a 
shoelace... 

“I do get those ‘sorry 
for yourself days’. But 
Martin knows what to 
do: he sends in the loves 
of my life - my five gol¬ 
den retrievers - and they 
always make me smile.” 

Michael had to quit 
work 22 years ago; 
Frances gave up nursing 
seven years later. It was, 
says Frances, a real 
wrench for them both. 
Yet they still keep busy. A 
keen artist and traveller, 
Frances is always setting 
off on adventures: 
among other things, 
she’s ridden a camel 
across the desert and an 
elephant in Sri Lanka. 

Michael, on the other 
hand, prefers to spend 
his time closer to home. 
“He likes to holiday on 
the Costa del 
Chesterton,” laughs 
Frances. “He’s lived here 
all his life and loves it: 


he’s known as Metal 
Mickey, Lord Mayor of 
Chesterton.” 

“I’d rather be in my 
back garden, or down at 
the river fishing, than 
anywhere else,” admits 
Michael, smiling. “And 
I’ve got some great 
friends here.” 

Michael’s friends 
rallied round when, 
earlier this month, 
thieves stole his mobility 
scooter. Michael says it 
was a real blow: the 
scooter was his lifeline. 
Frances, also reliant on a 
wheelchair when she 
goes out, has a specially- 
adapted car (provided by 
Mobility in Cambridge). 

At times, when their 
pain is really bad, 
Michael and Frances 
have to turn to 
morphine for some 
relief. As well as the 
aclasia, which affects 
just one in every 50,000 
people, Frances suffers 
from the bowel disorder 
Crohn’s disease, asthma 
and a heart murmur; on 
an average day, she takes 
22 different types of 
medication. 

Aside from sleeping 
tablets, which he 
couldn’t cope without, 
Michael says he tries not 
to take too many pills. “I 
prefer to have a couple 
of pints,” he says, with a 
grin. 

After living with 
diaphyseal aclasia for 
decades, the cousins 
admit the disease has 
shaped their lives: as 
well as giving up work, 
for example, Frances had 
to give up dancing, a 
hobby she loved.

TWO West Suffolk councils are 
cracking down on fly-tippers as 
part of their joint No Excuses anti¬ 
littering campaign. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Council and 
Forest Heath District Council are getting 
tough on people who illegally dump 
rubbish in the districts. 

Both councils say they will continue to 
educate people about the correct way to 
dispose of their waste, but they will now 
be taking a harder stance on dealing with 
offenders. 

A covert observation system will be 
used at known dumping hot-spots and 
the recorded film evidence will be used to 
assist in any prosecutions. The advanced 
technology can, and has been, used 
successfully across the country to monitor 
cases of fly-tipping and graffiti. 

Those caught fly-tipping face fines of up 
to £50,000 or 12 months imprisonment. 

Cllr Peter Stevens, St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council cabinet member for 
environment, said: “The No Excuses 
campaign is promoting personal resp¬ 
onsibility for waste produced at home and 
raising awareness of the impact of fly¬ 
tipping. 

“If you are getting rid of rubbish you are 
responsible for make sure it is disposed of 
legally. If you see someone fly-tipping or 
you would like to report an incident 
please contact us with as much inform¬ 
ation as possible. We will investigate 
incidents and seek to prosecute off¬ 
enders.” 

Cllr Tony Simmons, member champion 
for the environment at Forest Heath 
District Council, said: “We still believe 
that education achieves the best results, 
however there are some people who aren’t 
hearing our message. 

“The considered use of this equipment 
will help us catch these people in the act 
of dumping rubbish. We now have to get 
tough to keep our countryside green, 
clean and safe.”

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Turbines face 
public inquiry

A PUBLIC inquiry will 
decide whether eight mass¬ 
ive wind turbines should be 
built near Linton. 

The inquiry has been ann¬ 
ounced after energy firm Enertrag 
appealed to the Secretary of State 
for Communities and Local 
Government over the failure of 
South Cambridgeshire District 
Council to hear its planning 
application within the required 
16-week period. 

It also follows the decision of a 
planning committee at Uttlesford 
District Council to refuse perm¬ 
ission for one of the turbines 
which lies within its boundaries. 

The plans are set to meet 
massive opposition from nearby 
residents, who say the turbines of 
up to 85m in height - as tall as the 
top of St Paul’s Cathedral’s dome - 
are unsuited to the area. 

Enid Bald, chairman of plann¬ 
ing for Linton Parish Council, 
said: “It's quite frightening how 
tall they are - they are enormous. 

“There was some work going on 
nearby recently and everyone 
remarked how tall the crane was - 
I had to tell them the turbine 
would be twice as high. 

“They would be visible from the 
whole area as they would be on a 
ridge. They would be very int-

rusive. 

“We also have a lot of heli¬ 
copters and light aircraft using 
the area - either heading to the 
races at Newmarket, Duxford 
airport or emergency services. 
They tend to follow the roads so 


this would be very dangerous for 
them. 

“We’re also near a zoo and the 
turbines would have a major 
impact on the animals, while 
Linton has many listed buildings 
and is a conservation area. 

“It’s also a very strange place to 
put turbines as there isn’t any 
wind here. We’re known as having 
very low wind speeds round 
here.” 

Seventy-four per cent of 
residents in Linton who voted in a 
recent poll were opposed to the 
wind turbines, while residents in 
surrounding parishes have also 
united against the plans. 

But David Linley, manager of 
projects for Enertrag, said he was 
confident the plans would be 
approved by a planning inspector. 

He said: “I believe we have a 
very strong case. We stand a 
better chance of getting it through 
at an inquiry than a planning 
committee. 

“These matters should never be 
determined by local authorities as 
they do not have the expertise to 
handle them. There are some very 
complex planning issues and 
consultation with 15 or 16 
different agencies. 

“These big planning issues 
should be sorted out at an inquiry 
by an inspector.” 

He added he believed the 
inquiry would be held in about six 
months. 


Chemical scare closes playground

A police spokesman 
said it was treated as a 
possible chemical inci¬ 
dent and tests were carr¬ 
ied out to determine what 


the substance was. 

The cordon was lifted 
and the play area re¬ 
opened around 3.50pm 
after the substance was 
identified as harmless 
bleached wheat powder.

Sir Peter’s 
revival of 
Balmoral 



IN the course of a long and 
prolific career, Michael Frayn 
has distinguished himself as 
a playwright, novelist, 
journalist, scriptwriter and 
philosopher. 

But even this most celebrated of 
polymaths has met the occasional 
creative Waterloo, and Frayn is the 
first to concede his 1987 play, 
Balmoral, has run into the rough 
more than most. 

“It’s had a curiously chequered 
history,” admits the 75-year-old. “It 
was originally done under this title 
in Guildford, years ago, with Fulton 
Mackay and Andrew Sachs. Then I 
rewrote it and it was done at the 
Greenwich Theatre under the title 
Liberty Hall, with George Cole. It 
was an extremely good production, 
but it somehow didn’t catch 
people’s fancy. So I’m very pleased 
to see someone’s having another go 
at it.” 

That “someone” is no less than 
Sir Peter Flail, whose company has 
revived the comedy - set in an 
alternative history where the 
communist revolution took place in 
Britain, not Russia - for the Theatre 
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Royal Bath. 

But it seems even this vote of 
approval - Theatreland’s equivalent 
of a Papal blessing - hasn’t been 
enough to entirely reverse the play’s 
mixed fortunes: Last month, just a 
week before the curtain was due to 
go up, leading man Rik Mayall was 
forced to pull out through illness. 

“It’s disappointing,” says Frayn. 

“I worked with Rik a few years ago, 
when we made a film called 
Remember Me. It wasn’t a great 
success, but he was fantastically 
good in it.” 

But the show, inevitably, goes on, 
and the play will arrive at the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre this week 
with Mayall’s understudy, Steve 
McNeil, stepping into the breach as 
Skinner, the warden at the titular 
Royal residence, which has now 
been turned over to a writers’ 
commune. 

“I learned Russian, originally at 
Cambridge, in the Army, actually,” 
recalls Frayn of the play’s genesis. 

“I used to go to Russia quite a lot in 


Soviet times, for various reasons. I 
first went as a student from 
Cambridge, and then as a journalist 
and I’ve been to see my work 
performed in Russia. 

“So I got to know the country in 
those times fairly well, and I guess 
it just occurred to me that it might 
not have been Russia that turned 
Communist, it might have been this 
country, and I wondered what things 
would have been like, if we’d had a 
revolution and they hadn’t.” 

Though he was born in London 
(with his boyhood experiences of 
the city during the Second World 
War forming much of the basis of 
his award-winning 2002 novel, 
Spies) and still lives there today, 
Cambridge has played a significant 
part in Frayn’s life. Having started 
out reading French and Russian 


here, he spent the mid 1950s 
studying Moral Sciences at 
Emmanuel College. So what does 
Moral Sciences involve, exactly? 

“That was the wonderful thing,” 
he laughs, “no-one outside 
Cambridge had the faintest idea 
what Moral Sciences were, and not 
many people inside Cambridge. 

“In fact not many people in the 
Moral Sciences faculty had much 
idea what it was. 

“It was what is now called 
philosophy, and I think it’s rather a 
pity they changed the name. It 
somehow sounded rather 
impressive to people who didn’t 
know it was just boring old 
philosophy.” 

In fact, “boring old philosophy” 
has served Frayn rather well over 
the years, informing much of his 


subsequent work and even inspiring 
two well-received books on the 
subject, 1974’s Constructions and 
2006’s The Human Touch. 

“Philosophy is a way of thinking 
about things, and once you’ve 
started to think about the world in 
that kind of way, you go on thinking 
about it like that,” he says. 

“And I suppose Cambridge 
philosophy was one particular 
philosophical tradition, one 
particular way of thinking about the 
world. And I found it quite 
illuminating, and quite fruitful. I’ve 
gone on thinking about things, not 
exactly in the same way, but in the 
way that was set off by 
Cambridge.” 

Frayn’s wife Claire Tomalin, the 
acclaimed biographer of the likes of 
Thomas Hardy, Jane Austen and 


Samuel Pepys, also studied at 
Cambridge. Did they find they 
shared similar memories of the 
city? 

“Well she read English, and I was 
never any good at studying 
literature, so I could never have 
studied English,” says Frayn. “I gaze 
open-mouthed in awe at her ability 
to understand text and to think of 
criticism. And I don’t think she’s 
honestly much interested in 
philosophy. 

“But we both enjoyed Cambridge 
very much and we both got a great 
deal out of it in our different ways.”

TICKETS are now on sale for 
the Cambridge Music Festival 
-the city’s largest and most 
diverse musical event. 

As well as classical music, it will 
feature jazz and folk concerts, at 
venues ranging from King’s and St 
John’s colleges to outdoor settings 
such as Parker’s Piece. 

The festival, which takes place 
every three years, runs between 
November 8 and 29, with a host of 
events each day, and the main 
theme, chiming with this year’s 
200th anniversary of the birth of 
Charles Darwin, will be Music and 
Evolution.

Pluses and minuses 
of rain in summer 


O n my return from 
holiday, I was 
pleased to find that 
my garden didn’t look as 
neglected as it usually does 
after two weeks away - 
thanks to the copious 
amounts of rain we’ve had 
this summer. 

There are pros and cons to the 
washout summer we’ve had so far: 
watering is obviously not such an 
issue, but wet weather brings 
diseases and pests you might 
otherwise escape in the warmer, 
drier weather. 

Tomatoes and potatoes are likely 
to be the main casualties of 
excessive wet weather in the 
vegetable patch, says Guy Barter, 
horticultural advisor at the Royal 
Horticultural Society 
“The main problem is blight, 
which affects potatoes and 
tomatoes, and with the third wet 
year in succession gardeners are 
going to encounter a lot of blight 
problems. All you can do is 
remove infected plants,” he says. 
Discoloured patches appear on 
the leaves, which develop white 
fluffy areas and often spread to 
tubers and fruits. Tomato plants 
decline in vigour, and their fruits 
are often affected. 

The aftermath of blight should not 
be ignored. Don’t grow potatoes in 
soil affected by blight for at least 
three years, use crop rotation to 
reduce the incidence of follow-on 
infection and always keep potato 
and tomato plants well apart. 
While tomatoes and potatoes may 
be suffering, many other crops 
will be benefiting, such as

cabbages and leeks, Barter adds. 
Don’t be too worried if your 
runner beans aren’t performing as 
you’d expected, or if your 
pumpkins aren’t ripening. In the 
last few years, late August and 
early September have been 
surprisingly dry, sunny and warm, 
so it could be that you get a well- 
deserved late harvest - so don’t be 
too hasty in pulling up the plants. 
Fruit trees may also be doing well 
in the prolonged wet weather, 
although fruits will take longer to 
ripen. 

Leading organic growing charity 
Garden Organic advises gardeners 
to check their fruit trees now. The 
copious amount of rainfall will 
mean that top fruit will be 
swelling, and therefore weighing 
down branches and putting them 
at risk of splitting. Reduce the 
number of fruits on the tree, and 
prop up branches if necessary, to 
stop this happening. 

Rust and scab may also be more 
of a problem on fruit bushes and 
trees during wet summers - all 
you can do is take off and discard 
all infected material, as it’s 
probably too late now to apply 
fungicides. Scab causes dark 
brown or green spots on foliage,

and scabby, distorted fruit. Badly- 
affected shoots need to be cut out 
and burned. 

Rust diseases revel in warm, moist 
conditions, so roses are most likely 
to be attacked towards the end of 
summer. Bright orange pustules 
appear on the undersides of the 
leaves and then turn black. Once 
you have removed infected leaves, 
burn them. 

Weeds can be more of a problem 
during a wet summer, when they 
will grow more prolifically, but 
then water also moistens and 
loosens the soil, which makes 
them easier for you to pull out. 
Weed where possible the day after 
a heavy downpour to make your 
life easier. 

Wet weather brings out some 
pests, but deters others. Slugs are 
the number-one nuisance during 
a prolonged wet spell, so be 
vigilant by setting slug traps or 
picking them off by hand. On the 
plus side, some pests are likely to 
be less prevalent. 

“Insects thrive best in hot, dry 
weather. Rain in the summer 
usually catches pests such as 
aphids, caterpillars and cutworm 
at vulnerable stages,” says Barter. 
The summer washout has created 
more work in some areas: hedges 
and lawns will have to be cut more 
often, while lawns may have 
developed fungal disease and will 
need to be spiked and drained in 
the autumn. 

Some plants such as cannas, 
tender geraniums, petunias and 
nicotiana will suffer in wet 
weather as their flowers turn into a 
soggy mass or they develop downy 
mildew. However, you can give 
bedding plants such as petunias a 
good trim and then boost them 
with a liquid fertiliser and, if we 
have a warm, dry September, they 
may produce a riot of colour again. 
BEST OF THE BUNCH 
- Stipa 

This large group of perennial 
grasses, featuring both evergreen 
and deciduous types, forms tufts 
of narrow foliage above which tall 
flower stems rustle in the wind, 
providing movement and texture 
to your garden. 

You might go for a statement 
specimen such as Stipa gigantea 
(Spanish oat grass), which grows 
to 2.5 metres and whose flowers 
turn gold when ripe in summer. It 
looks beautiful planted with the 
tall, open Verbena bonariensis, 
giving an airy feel to any planting 
scheme. 

I love the smaller S tenuissima, a 
wispy feather grass which looks 
wonderful as underplanting for 
tall, lollipop alliums, or next to 
brilliant crocosmia such as the 
vivid red ’Lucifer’, accentuating 
the hue of the flowers. 

Another smaller variety, S 
tenuifolia, produces mounds of 
fine, jade-green leaves topped 
with airy beige flowers from late 
spring to late summer. Like other 
stipas, it grows well on dry soils or 
in any reasonably fertile, well- 
drained soil in full sun.

Scrappage boosts Korean cars 


Summer success boosts Kia and Hyundai

THE scheme to promote 
new car sales in Britain 
has done wonders for the 
car industry as a whole, 
but it will also prove a 
sharp upward turning 
point on Hyundai and 
Kia’s popularity curve. 

For years, Ford and Vauxhall 
have dominated the sales 
charts, but scrappage could 


change all that. 

The two firms, Hyundai in 
particular, have piled on sales 
under the Government 
incentive. 

Hyundai has a five-year, 
unlimited mileage warranty, as 
does Kia, which extends that to 


seven years on cee’d models. 

Both brands offer sensibly- 
priced, cheap to run, maintain 
and insure motors that are 
appealing to the eye, and their 
ranges cater for all tastes from 
city-car lovers to fans of big 
off-roaders. 

And scrappage is helping 
take that message to British 
buyers in a very big way. 

What’s more, Hyundai and 
Kia have more models in the 
pipeline, dispensing with any 
perception of having a staid 
image. 

Kia will be showing off a new 
supermini, the Venga, at 
Germany’s Frankfurt Motor 
Show early next month, 
another move for the firm into 
haute couture hatchback 
territory. 

This premium B-segment 
contender goes on sale in the 
UK early in 2010, and the 
Venga has an unusually long 


wheelbase for its class of 2.61 
metres, which helps maximise 
cabin space. 

Kia wants the supermini’s 
generous interior to stretch it 
over into the Ford Focus’s sales 
pitch, and buyers will be 
offered differing power choices 
in the 1.4-litre and 1.6-litre 
petrol engines, and 1.6-litre 
diesel. 

Kia’s UK managing director, 
Michael Cole, has his finger 
bang on the recession button 
when he says: “This is exactly 
the kind of vehicle UK 
motorists are looking for as we 
emerge from the recent 
economic turmoil - a flexible 
package providing big-car 
comfort and space within a 
compact package.” 

Not to be outdone, Hyundai 
is taking its new crossover, 
badged ix35, to Frankfurt next 
month and will replace its 
successful Tucson sports utility 


vehicle. 

The ix35, like the other “i” 
models in the firm’s range, has 
been conceived and 
engineered in Europe - but the 
Korean firm is saying little else 
until the crossover debuts in 
Germany. 

In the meantime, Hyundai is 
rushing another 10,000 cars 
over here to cope with 


September’s 59-plate demand, 
and dealers have taken on 
extra staff, with several 
planning to open around the 
clock to cope with the 
showroom surge. 

The firm’s UK arm says it has 
secured extra production of its 
popular ilO, i20 and i30 
models to meet demand for 
British buyers.

And unlike 
many other high-performance 
drivetrains, the power unit in the 
new GT3 RS remains well suited to 
everyday use. 

The new 911 GT3 RS comes 
exclusively with a six-speed 
manual gearbox which is also 
optimised for low weight and high 
efficiency. 

To enhance the level of 
performance throughout the entire 


range of engine and road speeds, 
the gears have a shorter 
transmission ratio than on the 911 
GT3, deliberately making 
concessions in terms of even 
higher top speed. 

The new 911 GT3 RS features 
Porsche Active Suspension 
Management (PASM) which, for 
the first time, has been purpose- 
built and specially set-up to further 
improve the sporting behaviour of 
the chassis. 

Porsche Active Drivetrain Mounts 
(PADM) are featured as standard 
and raise the driving dynamics of 
the new 911 GT3 RS to an even 
higher level. 

Porsche is also introducing 

a lithium-ion battery, which 
reduces weight by more than 10kg 
(22 lb). 

The Porsche 911 GT3 RS will go 
on sale in the UK and Ireland in 
February 2010 priced from 
£100,760.

Pushing up the 
price of petrol 


DRIVERS continue to 
be the victims of “false 
dawn” market 

speculation, cold¬ 
blooded fuel duty 
increases and retailers 
dragging their feet on 
wholesale price 
reductions, according 
to the AA’s latest mid¬ 
monthly fuel price 
report. 

Average UK petrol prices 
have risen almost 1.5p 
between mid July and mid 
August, from 102.95 to 
104.43 pence per litre. 

This is despite falling to 
102.28 at the end of July, 
before yet another 
speculative surge in oil 
prices sent wholesale 


prices shooting up. UK 
families with two petrol 
cars are now paying A£3.25 
a month more on fuel than 
in mid July. 

The continued glut of 
diesel supply kept average 
price rises to around half 
that of petrol, up from 
104.06 pence per litre in 
mid July to 104.96 now. 
Diesel is a mere halfpenny 
more expensive than 
petrol, reflecting price 
parity in many fuel stations 
across the UK. 

Less aggressive pricing 
by most supermarkets, with 
only half of early July’s fall 
in wholesale petrol prices 
passed on to consumers, 
has opened the door for 
independent and other 
non-supermarket fuel 


stations to muscle in on 
cheaper fuel territory. 

Shell and Jet outlets, 
averaging respectively 
103.67 and 103.03 pence 
per litre, are challenging 
supermarkets Tesco 
(103.09) and Morrison 
(103.10) hard on price. 
Asda continues to dictate 
the pace of cheap fuel in 
the areas it has a fuel 
presence, its 101.65 average 
for petrol more than a 
penny cheaper than 
nearest rival Sainsbury’s at 
102.67. 

Paul Watters, head of AA 
public affairs, said: “For the 
second time this summer, 
market speculators have 
pumped up the price of oil 
until some fundamental 
economic indicator, like US

Work fears over swine flu 


WITH increasing numbers of 
cases recorded, the swine flu 
pandemic could become a seri¬ 
ous threat to East Anglian busi¬ 
nesses. 

Pure Resourcing Solutions 
has carried out a survey to see 
just how informed the regional 
companies are to this current 
potential threat and what, if 
any, procedures have they put 
in place. 

Media coverage and Govern¬ 
ment warnings on the impending 
threat of swine flu continue to 
grow and if figures are to be 
believed around 30 per cent of the 
public will be effected from 
August to November with employ¬ 
ee rates for illness potentially 
reaching 12 per cent of the British 
workforce during peak weeks. 

Pure’s survey, which was sent

■ “At risk” staff allowed to 
work from home. 

■ Phones, keyboards, door 
handles and public areas 
cleaned daily 

■ Posters around the office, 
regular emails with 
Government information and 
company policy. 

■ Replacing hand towels with 
warm hand dryers. 

■ Review of absence report¬ 
ing procedures. 

■ Contingency plan for rede¬ 
ployment of staff. 

Although there is an element 
of scepticism about the level of 
threat with 77 per cent of people 
thinking that the media are over¬ 


hyping the dangers, an incredi¬ 
ble 65 per cent of companies 
said they would turn away a cus¬ 
tomer or client that they sus¬ 
pected were showing symptoms. 

Gill Buchanan, director of 
Pure Resourcing Solutions said: 
“Businesses need to be pre¬ 
pared for all eventualities in 
today’s markets. The recession 
has hit some companies hard 
and several have been downsiz¬ 
ing their workforce, if the pan¬ 
demic does spread as predicted, 
many businesses’ productivity 
and output could suffer. 

“From speaking to our clients 
in East Anglia, as a region we 
seem to be very much on the 
ball. It’s important to be prepared 
and have a contingency plan 
with regular updates and com¬ 
munication with your team.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
